THE AMERICAN STUD BOOK. 


OLUME 15 of the American Stud Book is 

now in the making. It probably will not go 
to press for a year. And when it does go to 
press, the latest foals it will record probably will 
be those of 1929, 2-year-olds in 1931. 


Before the Jockey Club commits this next vol- 
ume of the Stud Book to print, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
wishes to make a few respectful suggestions: 
(1) That the record of each mare he brought 
down as close as possible to the time of publica- 
tion, (2) that the breeder of each foal be given, 
(3) that the name of the stallion to which the 
mare is bred be given for each year, regardless 
of whether the mare is barren or whether the 
foal lives to maturity, and (4) that where refer- 
ence from a mare to her dam is made, it be to 
Volume 15, if the dam be in Volume 15, instead 
of to Volume 14, totally disregarding her pro- 
duce in Volume 15, as is the present unpardon- 
able practice. 

These would be steps for a decided improve- 
ment in the most universally accepted Thorough- 
bred publication of the country. The Jockey 
Club has failed to make these changes probably 
because of the fact that theeJockey Club abhors 
changes. But that is an insufficient reason. 
There has been but one change in the main style 
of the American Stud Book since it was inaugu- 
rated by Col. Sanders D. Bruce, and that change 
has been for the worse. When Mr. Bruce was 
editing the book he gave the record of each mare 
down to the time of publication. Nowadays the 
Jockey Club does not allow the book to go to 
press until it can insert the names of the latest 
crop of foals published. This means that at least 
one crop and probably two crops of foals is left 
out when the book reaches the public. 


The General Stud Book, published by Messrs. 
Weatherby and Sons, London, is a much more 


complete and up-to-date record than the Ameri- 
can Stud Book. A sample from the latest volume 
of the General Stud Book is reproduced:

In the English example cited, the breeder of 
Comedienne is not given, due to the fact that the 
General Stud Book gives the breeder of the 
broodmare only in the first volume in which she 
appears as a broodmare. When a mare appears 
for the first time as a producer, the form is as 
follows: 


COMEDY STAR (Brown), 


Bred by Mr. F. Curzon, in 1921, got by Sunstar, her 
dam Comedienne, etc. 


In the American example, the last year ac- 
counted for is 1925. The book was published in 
1928. At the time it went to press, the last foals 
it included were 3-year-olds. The book was out 
of date when it was printed. According to the 
present registration system of the Jockey Club, 
foals are registered before November 1 of the 
year in which they are born, and on the same 
sheet with the registration is a space for indi- 
cating to what stallion the mare was bred after 
the foal arrived. Yet this information is not 
used in any way in compiling the American Stud 
Book. 


“Ownerships of broodmares are given in ac- 
cordance with the last report published in this 
Volume, except where a subsequent purchaser 
has specially requested that his name appear,” 
the preface explains. Changes of ownership of 
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every mare should be so indicated that the breed- 
er of every horse may be determined accurately. 

Another thing, the American Stud Book fre- 
quently makes references from a mare to the 
stud record of her dam. For instance, on page 
510 of Volume 14 is Mala F., whose dam is 
*Gracenote. Under the name of *Gracenote is 
the notation, “(vol. 13, p. 243.)” On page 243 
of Volume 13 is the record of the foaling of Mala 
F. But on page 326 of Volume 14 is the name of 
*Gracenote, with the record of four later foals, 
which might be overlooked by anyone running 
back the family history and accepting the note 
under Mala F. at its apparent value. 

THE BLOoD-HORSE insists that whenever a refer- 
ence is made from a broodmare to her dam, the 
reference should be made to the latest volume in 
which the name of the dam appears as a pro- 
ducer. 

It cannot be that these suggested changes in 
the American Stud Book are undesirable, for 
every person who makes use of the book has 
felt the lack of them. It cannot be that they 
are impractical, for other stud book publishers 
have long ago put them into effect. 


The American Stud Book is the most expen- 
sive in the world, costing now $25 a volume. The 
Jockey Club has an obligation to make it as com- 
plete, at least, as the General Stud Book. 


SEEKING A FINAL TRIBUNE. 


LLING of a meeting, by appointment, of 

Judge James P. Edwards, president, and Fred 
A. Forsythe, secretary, of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Association, with Col. Matt J. Winn, presi- 
dent of the American Turf Association, Mr. For- 
sythe writes in the current bulletin of the organi- 
zation that they “were most cordially received 
by Colonel Winn and assured that this associa- 
tion, through its officers, would be welcome at 
any time to take up matters, either personally or 
by letter with him, and that he would always be 
perfectly frank to aid in every way possible the 
best interests of the Thoroughbred and the horse- 
men.” 

The article further relates that Messrs. Ed- 
wards and Forsythe were assured by Colonel 
Winn that he is “in accord with the aims of the 
horsemen as set forth in the association’s memo- 
rial as to unification of the various Turf govern- 
ing bodies, to strengthen the authority of the 
Turf and to better protect the racing public.” 

Continuing, the organ expresses the belief ‘that 
racing would be vastly improved if there was a 
centralized tribunal to which could be referred 
matters that should be heard by an impartial 
body of judges, removed from partisan influences, 
having jurisdiction as a court of last resort, 
whose members could not be brought under the 


baneful power of local politics to the detriment 
and discredit of the Turf.” 


Further along it is said: “If this much desired 
end should be consummated, then we feel that 
the matter of license fees and fines could be ad- 
justed to the satisfaction of the associations and 
the horsemen.” And in conclusion it is stated: 
“We believe that every true sportsman would 
welcome an era of absolute impartiality when 
matters of the Turf were at issue, and that any 
person who wilfully violated the rules of racing 
would be forever denied the privileges of associ- 
ating with the gentlemen of the Turf.” 

This denotes progress even if it does appear 
somewhat visionary, but we would suggest that 
the horsemen who are seeking the much desired 
uniform license take good care that the price of 
such condescension on the part of the racing as- 
sociations is not well covered by them in an un- 
necessary cut in purses. 


BETTER TIMES AHEAD. 


UBLISHING a contribution received from 

Count L. Bernheim, of France, ‘whose whole 
life is devoted to racing, who has been an acting 
steward in his own country, and who is an 
amateur steeplechase rider of more than ordin- 
ary merit,” The Jockey (London) comments that 
after being ‘satiated with the general impres- 
sion of pessimism at the slump in yearling 
prices it is refreshing to read the opinion of a 
Frenchman who takes a contrary view.” Count 
Bernheim’s contribution is as follows: 


“Bloodstock breeders have expressed alarm at 
the poor prices realized at public auction during 
the last month and say that they have ex- 
perienced a reverse from which it will take a 
long time to recover. 


“They are anxiously looking forward to the 
time when the totalizator will show sufficient 
surplus to allow increased stakes and special 
prizes for breeders, which it is believed will serve 
as a tonic to the industry. 


“In France we make more definite efforts to 
encourage breeders, and much thought and care 
is exercised in the management of racing so that 
the breeding industry will derive the greatest 
possible benefit. 


“Centralization of racing is not practicable in 
England, but the splendid example of control by 
the “Big Four’’—Messrs. Weatherby and Pratts, 
Mr. Topham, and Sir Loftus Bates (and his son 
Captain Bates)—shows that centralization in 
this direction would be for the general good. 


“I have studied and have been intimately con- 
cerned with the Turf as long as I can remember, 
and have spent a considerable time in England. 
There is nothing wrong with the sport in this 
country. The slight slump in yearling prices is 
merely reaction after the boom period. Racing 
in England is on a higher level than anywhere 
else in the world, and while progress is com- 
paratively slow British sportsmen have the 
satisfaction of knowing their Thoroughbreds are 
still regarded as the best. They need not be 
afraid that the temporary slump in prices will 
affect their prestige.”

BELIEVE he [Twenty Grand] is the best 2- 

year-old development of recent years. I have 
not observed a better looking youngster in sev- 
eral seasons and this is the more surprising to 
one who has seen his sire. *St. Germans is an 
insignificant appearing stallion and’ I question 
if he weighed much more than 800 pounds dur- 
ing his active racing days. He is a Thorough- 
bred on the type of Roamer and to me it is as- 
tounding that a hotse along this order should get 
such a strapping colt as Twenty Grand. The lat- 
ter impresses me as the leading 3-year-old pros- 
pect for 1931. He has the call over all the juve- 
niles now campaigning and at one mile I con- 
sider him a three-pound better horse than Equi- 
poise. This, of course, is only a slight margin.— 
Walter S. Vosburgh, quoted by Beau Belmont in 
The Morning Telegraph (New York), prior to the 
running of the Pimlico Futurity, which was de- 
cided on November 5, and won by Equipoise with 
Twenty Grand second.

With two crops to represent him, numbering 
possibly a score, *Sir Gallahad III has sent out 
one real champion and several useful horses. 
Marguerite, with three to race, has produced two 
champions, for in these hurly-burly days of rac- 
ing any horse that can win the Travers at three, 
the Metropolitan at four and the Suburban at 
five, with other victories sandwiched in, as 
Petee-Wrack did, rates a champion This surely 
entitles her to equal honor with the imported 
sire of Gallant Fox. 

With our careless and slipshod attitude to- 
ward breed’ng and our lack of intensive study 
of this most important angle of racing, Fathers’ 
Day will always be a permanent institution in 
the American Turf world, but it might be well 
to give an occasional thought to Mother.—E. C. 
Smith in The New York Press.

War failed on one occasion. My chief concern 
is having Vander Pool fit and good. He’ll do 
the rest.” This was said some days before the 
running of the Pimlico Futurity, from which 
Vander Pool was withdrawn. 

Fall racing on the metropolitan circuit, with 
the exception of the Belmont Park meeting, 
which Joseph E. Widener kept up to standard, 
was a disgrace to New York and if no improve- 
ment is shown in the future, the sport will die 
of its own accord. . The racing this season 
has not been properly supervised by the officials 
and there have been so many instances of form 
reverses, rough riding, tampering and horses 
running hot and cold or ridden badly, which have 
escaped official censure, that many enthusiasts 
have become soured on the game as it is pre- 
sented in New York.—Daily Running Horse (New 
York).

The latest reports from the American Remount 
Association show a production of over 12,000 
colts per year from Remount Breeding, and the 
value of these 12,000 colts is conservatively esti- 
mated at $2,000,000. Of this yearly production 
the Army will use only 2,000 colts. Ten thousand 
go to supply the demand of about 300,000 civilian 
riders and sportsmen who need a 30,000 horse re- 
placement per year. In other words the Re- 
mount work is now meeting about 30 per cent 
of the commercial demand for riding horses, and 
it could well be increased until it supplies the 
great majority thereof.—The Quartermaster Re- 
view (Washington).

ILLIAM S. DUDLEY knew about horses be- 

fore he knew about marbles. His father 
used to raise saddle and show horses in Nicholas 
County, Kentucky, and the son was still a very 
young feilow when he began riding them in ex- 
hibitions and earning his reputation as one of the 
best boy riders to be seen in the eastern shows. 
Afterwards he and his father bred and raced 
harness horses and still later W. S. Dudley, Jr., 
bought and sold all-purpose horses. Naturally he 
came to know the equine race, and naturally he 
turned finally to the Thoroughbred. 


Colonel Dudley, for the last five or six years,

Tillywhim was by the Derby winner, 
Minoru, and from a great female family of pro- 
ducers. *Monk’s Way goes to Bend Or in the 
tail male end to Bend Or’s dam in tail female. 
*Monk’s Way sold in England as a yearling for 
$4,000. He raced nine times at two, winning 


has been a breeder of the Herod-Matchem- 
Eclipse tribe. He has established a con- 


siderable stud, consisting just now of 
about 30 broodmares, 20 weanlings, six 
yearlings and a stallion. All these except 
yearlings, now in training at Churchill 
Downs, are at the Sunny Hill Stock Farm 
of his brother-in-law, Letton Vimont, near 
Millersburg, Bourbon County, Kentucky.

Sunny Hill Farm is about 175 acres of rolling 
land a few miles north of Paris. The drought has 
made one blade of grass grow where ten should 
have grown and has made difficult the furnish- 
ing of water to the numerous animals on the 
place, but the stock, nevertheless, is flourishing 
and in excellent condition. Letton Vimont, owner 
of the place, is chiefly responsible for the well 
being of the horses. He is a horseman of much 
the same experience as his brother-in-law, having 
handled horses of various types for many years. 


five races, including stakes, finishing second 
three times and third once. He was a remark- 
able weight carrier, picking up 134 pounds in 
his last winning race. He never afterwards re- 
gained his true form, failing to win, though he 
started in England as a 3-year-old and subse- 
guently in this country. *Monk’s Way entered 
the stud at Sunny Hill in 1928 and served 17 
mares.

Pretty Politician, chestnut, 1921, by Ballot— 
Maifou, by Hastings. Yearling, bay colt, by 
*Monk’s Way; weanling, bay colt by *Monk’s 
Way; in foal to *Monk’s Way. 

Ruth Mayes, brown, 1927, by Craig an Eran— 


*Refugee III, by Roi Herode. Will be bred in 
1931 to *Monk’s Way. 

Southern Kiss, bay, 1925, by Peter Pan— 
*Golden Lassie II, by Golden Sun. Weanling, 
chestnut filly by *Monk’s Way, her first foal; in 
foal to *Monk’s Way. 

Stitches, chestnut, 1925, by *Polymelian— 
*Lacewnrk, by Tracery. In foal to *Monk’s Way. 

Teak, bay, 1923, by Tea Caddy—Fricassee, by 
*Frizzle. In foal to *Monk’s Way. 

Tease, chestnut, 1921, by Flittergold—Tan- 
talize, by *Meddier. (Winner 20 races.) Year- 
ling, a colt by Bagenbaggage, died; weanling, 
bay colt by *Monk’s Way; in foal to *Monk’s 
Way. 

Thunderbird, chestnut, 1917, by *Star Shoot— 
Grace G., by *Albert. (Dam of Ormonbird, Vi- 
mont and the Grand Union and Travers winner, 
Jim Dandy.) Yearling, bay filly by *Monk’s 
Way; weanling, chestnut colt by Transmute; in 
foal to *Monk’s Way. 

Of the Sunny Hill broodmares the most dis- 
tinguished in performance and appearance is 
Thunderbird, whose sons, Ormonbird, Vimont and 
Jim Dandy have good racing records. Jim 
Dandy, the least consistent of the group, has 
scored two sensational stakes victories, the first 
in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes at Saratoga 
and the second in the Travers Mid-Summer 
Derby at the same track, in which he defeated 
Gallant Fox and Whichone Thunderbird’s foal 
of 1928, by Bubbling Over, now named Effer- 
vesce, was sold at the Saratoga yearling 
sales for $19,000 to the Brookmeade Stable. 
Thunderbird is medium-sized, compactly built, 
well sprung in the ribs. 

Glide, a young mare, is one of the prized 
matrons. She was a good racer and has thrown 
two good fillies in her first two years in the stud. 
She is a big mare, beautifully made. Pretty 
Politician is another young mare which has 
started well. Her first foal, a yearling bay colt 
by *Monk’s Way, has already attracted consid- 
erable attention of horsemen by his trials at 
the Kentucky Association track, where Charles 
Dodson is training him for W. F. Axton. John 
S. Ward’s offer of $25,000 for him has been re- 
fused by Mr. Axton. A weanling brother to this 
yearling is now at the farm and is one of the 
best looking youngsters there. 

The weanling colt by *Monk’s Way out of 
Panna is of excellent conformation, and ap- 
pears to be one of the best of the 1930 crop. 
Thunderbird’s weanling is a short-coupled, fine- 
legged colt which looks as if he might grow into 
a handsome horse. 

Besides the horses already referred to, there 
are a few head on the farm which are resting 
up and will be returned to racing in the winter 
or spring, among them the good gelding 
Ray Blades. 

Mr. Vimont weaned this year’s crop in direct 
disregard of “the sign.” “I usually wean them 
when the sign is in the leg,” he said, “but I 
didn’t think it would be advisable to wait fer 
it this time, and I never had them to do better.” 

The yearlings still owned by Colonel Dudley 
are six in number and are now being broken and 
trained by Charles E. Durnell at Churchill 
Downs. They are all fillies, three by *Monk’s 
Way, from Thunderbird, Glide and Blue Fox, and 
the others by *Dis Donc—Aloft, by Ormont— 
Panna, and by Thunderer—-Galli-Curci. They are 
all for sale, as is, indeed, any horse Colonel 
Dudley owns.

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SHADY BROOK FARM

NE bright, crisp afternoon not long ago the 

writer had the pleasure of “sight-seeing” at 
the Shady Brook Farm of Theodore E. Mueller, 
member of the Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion and president of the extensive Standard San- 
itary Manufacturing Company, the largest con- 
cern in the world in the manufacture of bath 
fixtures. Mr. Mueller, whom I found to be a 
really very pleasant man and a sportsman in 
the highest sense of the term, spends the major 
portion of his time in commuting between the 
plants of this company in Louisville and Pitts- 
burgh, and I was quite fortunate in having found 
him at home when I invaded the place. 


The Shady Brook Farm is located—as are most 
the rest of the farms which are devoted, parti- 
ally or wholly, to the production of Thorough- 
bred horses in Jefferson County, Kentucky—on 
the River Road. It is much nearer the city limits 
of Louisville than any other of its kind, about 
six miles from the edge of town, and is marked 
conspicuously at the entrance with a sign of 
attractive design. 

In order to reach the palatial Mueller resi- 
dence and the stables, one has a three-quarter 
mile drive along a private road, lined with many 
trees of practically every native variety. The road 
winds its way to a sort of hilly, wooded plateau 
up a hillside of considerable steepness, and when 
one has succeeded in mounting these “heights of 
Quebec,” which I assure you is done only after 
a degree of coaxing a car more or less aged and 
infirm, one is in the midst of Shady Brook Farm 
—and what a farm! Frankly, I’ve never seen its 
equal in point of natural beauty and in the set- 
tings and architecture of the buildings. 

I had thought for a long time that such scenes 
were existent only on sets of the “dummies 
operas.” There is shrubbery about the house, 
which is ultra-modern, stuccoed, and sort of 
Spanish in architecture; shrubbery about the 
paddock fences and the stables and along the 
drives. There are large weeping-willows on the 
lawns, which latter resemble thick, green carpet 
with fantastic shadows upon it. Looking 
through the trees to the north one can see the 
beautiful Ohio river with the high, green hills 
beyond which fade into purple and blue in the 
distance. 


THE STABLE 


But to get to the stables and the horses. There 
is but one barn devoted to the housing of the 
‘Thoroughbreds and it is plain at a glance that it 
suffices for the dozen or so, seldom more, kept 
at Shady Brook Farm. The same good drive 
continues past the residence to the stable, paint- 
ed in the orthodox white, with green trimmings 
about its many windows and the large doors at 
either end. The stable is about 200 feet in length 
and 50 feet wide. It is patterned with the 
double row of boxes through the center and the 
runway encompassing them. The boxes are each 
14 by 14 feet; are wainscoted about six feet high, 
and have strong wooden strips, narrowly spaced, 
in the form of bars to their roof, which is the 
floor of a very spacious loft. The boxes, too, are 
white-coated, clean and neatly kept as in accord- 
ance with everything else about the place. The 
stable is equipped with electric lights, and water 
from the Ohio is furnished the horses there as 
in the paddocks and pastures. There are three 
large rooms at either end of the building, two on 


the ground and one above, for the help. Just be- 
side the stable are two metal, concrete-based, 
modern corn-cribs. 

There are eight paddocks, ranging in size from 
two to about five acres each and none of them 
has the appearance of being unduly “worn.” 
The fencing is partly of wire and the remainder 
of the usual white post and rail type. They are 
on rolling land and afford their accupants plenty 
of exerc se as well as good grazing. There are 
three pastures for the brood mares, the largest 
being of about twenty acres, with a spring-fed 
stream flowing through it. 

It so happened that the horses were turned out 
in their paddocks when I came up and I had a 
good look at them, though, until later I didn’t 
know them all. The first horse I saw was Actu- 
ary, Shady Brook Farm’s stakes-winning sire and 
holder of the track mark for a mile and three- 
sixteenths at Latonia, in 1:55 4-5. He is the 
same superb individual he was in training. A 
brown, bordering closely on black, with a large 
star as his only marking. He will stand about 
16 hands at the withers and will weigh close to 
1,200 pounds. He is of the powerfully-muscled, 
short-backed type. His feet and limbs are ex- 
ceptionally gqod and it would be hard to fault 
him. He is wide between the eyes, which shows 
rather a lot of horse-sense, and has a nicely, 
not too heavily, crested neck, running into a high 
wither and well-muscled shoulder. There is a 
whole lot to like about him as an individual. He 
was full of good spirits and very active, which 
seemed the natural way, considering his appear- 
ance of ruggedness and good health. As I 
watched him the thought came to mind that here 
was one that would die full of years and honors; 
a very good foal-getter and the sort to stamp his 
get. And so he is. 


ACTUARY’S CREDENTIALS 

Actuary is now but 10 years of age, looks like 
seven, and is by Dick Finnell—Alice Baird, by 
*Woolsthorpe. I well remember him as a race 
horse. Speed was his forte and he possessed a 
great deal of the commodity. He raced with such 
fleet ones as Moonraker, Whiskaway, Alice Blue 
Gown, etc., and acquitted himself nobly in such 
company. He could run over any track, and 
weight didn’t seem to bother him to any great 
extent. His sire also begot such tried and true 
performers as Westy Hogan, Coyne and Mar- 
jorie Hynes, the latter two being own brother 
and sister respectively to Actuary. Dick Finnell 
was own brother to Ort Wells and Dick Welles, 
both of which were, like himself, stakes winners 
and the sires of numberous high-class performers. 
The line goes on back to King. Tom, a great 
favorite as a sire in generations agone. Actuary 
offers a strong outcross to the majority of the 
mares in Kentucky of either American or Eng- 
lish stock. He is the sire of a number of win- 
ners. In fact, almost everything of racing age 
he got has won, and they are durable and useful 
animals. Probably the best known of their num- 
ber are Eil-Weir and Southland Belle. His op- 
portunities have been limited and judging by 
what he has sired from the mares he has had to 
date, it isn’t too much to think that with better 
chances he might prove a very successful sire. 

The writer inspected three of his yearlings of 
this year, the property of Mr. Mueller, which are 
being broken at the Downs, a few days ago and 
they are nice horses. One is a bay filly, out of 
Caroline Carter, then there is a brown colt out 
of Rose Girl and a black or brown colt out of 
Margaret E. Hope. This last mentioned colt is 
the “spitting image” of his sire and I can easily 
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excuse Mr. Mueller and Trainer Moody for wax- 
ing so enthusiastic over such a prospect. He 
would attract attention by his evident quality in 
any group of youngsters his age. 


The broodmares at Shady Brook Farm number 
six and the band includes Rold Gold, chestnut, 8, 
by Mentor—Rustle; Myrtle Caldwell, chestnut, 6, 
by Boots and Saddle—Wishing Ring; Caroline 
Carter, bay, 6, by Sporting Blood—Eclipse; May- 
morn, b, 7, by Peter Quince—Irish Song; Mieux, 
7, by War Star—Rosalind, and Margaret E. Hope, 
black, 10, by Bard of Hope—Sadie Shapiro. All 
are young, well-bred mares and very good breed- 
ers and mothers. In point of breeding and con- 
formation, the writer liked Rold Gold best. She 
is a grand type of the broodmare and is own sis- 
ter to the stakes-winner and successful young 
sire, Wise Counsellor. Looks a lot like him, too. 


Myrtle Caldwell was a winner and is out of 
the record-priced winner, Wishing Ring, which 
won a race at Latonia many years ago at 
$1,885.50 for $2 in the mutuels. She is a nice 
mare. Caroline Carter, though far from an 
equine beauty, was a speedy mare, a winner, and 
is apparently going to be a good broodmare. 
Margaret E. Hope is a nice type of mare and 
throws good, strong foals. All these mares have 
been bred to Actuary and all are in foal. Each 
of them had foals to Actuary this year, but Mr. 
Mueller was unfortunate enough to have lost two 
of them, those out of Caroline Carter and Mieux. 
The others look like good racers in the embryo 
state, there being a handsome chestnut filly out 
of Rold Gold; a black filly out of Myrtle Cald- 
well; a chestnut filly out of Maymorn and a black 
colt out of Margaret E. Hope. 


After having seen all the Thoroughbreds on 
the farm, I drove back to the Mueller residence 
and there spent the better part of an hour chat- 
ting with the master of Shady Brook Farm. The 
Mueller horses, Cayuga and Machete, are now at 
Latonia, where they are being prepared for their 
races by that very capable conditioner, James H. 
“Jim” Moody. Pittsburgher, with which Mr. 
Mueller hopes to win the Derby next year, is 
quartered at the Downs and will not be raced 
again until next spring, as he is a growthy, leg- 
gy son of In Memoriam and Essare’s dam, Wis- 
taria. Pittsburgher is a winner and could prob- 
ably have rolled up quite a sizeable sum in earn- 
ings by now had his owner and trainer not done 
the wisest thing, i. e., went along slowly with 
him all season, giving him only enough of it to 
educate him and waiting on him in deference to 
his great size and growthiness. He is a colt of 
great speed and apparently will negotiate any 
route Thoroughbreds are ever asked to travel in 
this country. In addition, he is dead game and 
has a good disposition. I know of some very 
good horsemen in these parts who think that 
Pittsburgher will not disappoint his connections 
in the “Blue Bibband” next spring. 


SIMPSON WINS AGAIN. 

The Newmarket Town Plate, in which women 
also are permitted to ride, was won by Old 
Dromore, mounted by Frank Simpson, at New- 
market, England, October 9. It was the six- 
teenth time Mr. Simpson had ridden the winner 
of this event. Misses Madge Hamshaw and 
Audrey Bell came in respectively second and 
third, while Miss Eileen Joel, daughter of the 
famous Turfman, Sol Joel, was compelled to 
dismount when Green Fire broke down. The race 
was over the July Course. 


JOE McCARTHY’S RATINGS 


ACH year Joe McCarthy, son of “White 

Hat,” issues from his home in Saratoga his 
own ratings of the 2-vear-olds. His latest set es- 
timate Jamestown and Twenty Grand at 140 
pounds each, with Equipoise one pound worse. 
These three colts, he says, are nine and ten 
pounds better than any other 2-year-old of 1930. 
He rates Mrs. J. D. Hertz’s Risque the best of 
the fillies with 125 pounds. His ratings, made be- 
fore the Pimlico Futurity, follow:

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NOTES ON INBREEDING 


By AMER. 


NBREEDING has never been practiced as ex- 

tensively with the Thoroughbred as it has 
been resorted to in cattle breeding. Indeed, one 
breeder has rarely the opportunity to experi- 
ment with close inbreeding of horses during a 
lifetime. However, some royal studs in Europe 
have tried to breed horses of a certain rare color, 
in order to use them on festive or solemn occa- 
sions, parades, etc. The demand for a particular 
color, of course, greatly restricted the number 
of suitable animals to be selected for breeding, 
and inbreeding, and inbreeding had often to be 
resorted to. 

An example of this kind was offered by the 
stud in Frederiksborg, Denmark, where white 
horses were bred. Inbreeding practiced at Fred- 
eriksborg was not of the closest type (like mat- 
ings of full-brothers and sisters) but daughters 
were bred to their sires quite consistently. In 
the case of the white horses bred at this stud, 
inbreeding resulted in so reduced a fertility, that 
it became impossible to maintain the particular 
type of horse. J. Jensen, who wrote the history 
of this stud, gives the following account: 

“If things went badly with the stallions, they 
went even worse with the mares. Fecundity 
which had been so good at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century, had gradually diminished, 
and in order to remedy this, it became necessary 
to recruit breeding material from the grey stock. 
Sterility among the mares and high mortality 
among the foals became a real menace and grew 
worse, the purer the color. Whether this was 
caused by the color factor or by inbreeding, or 
due to both causes, is not known. In the eighties 
some years occurred when only one single foal 
was born to the whole stock of 13 mares. Final- 
ly, in order to save what could be rescued of the 
breed, the stud manager decided to import new 
blood, a half-bred Barb and a Spanish stallion. 
Production was improved by outcrossing, but the 
breed lost in purity of coat color.” 


Another royal stud, that of Kladrub in Bohe- 
mia, furnished an excellent example, showing 
that similar inbreeding could be practiced within 
a small family, still maintaining the stud over a 
century. The grey-white horses so popular at 
the imperial court of Austria, and used for dis- 
play on solemn occasions, were bred at Kladrub. 
One white stallion, named “General,” foaled in 
1787, founded the line. His three sons were often 
bred to their own half-sisters and thus two main 
sire lines were created, maintaining themselves 
through inbreeding until the stud was dispersed 
in 1918, after the collapse of the Austrian em- 
pire. The sires of one line were always named 
“Generalissimus” and those of the other line 
“General” and the daughters of one line were 
methodically bred to the sons of the other line. 
The type of inbreeding practiced here was simi- 
ler to that resorted to at Frederiksborg. Regard- 
ing fertility, however, the results were very dif- 
ferent. The fertility ratio for 817 inbreedings 
was 65.4, that for 461 cross-breedings (for the 
same period of time) 64.2. The Kladrub horses 
were powerfully built animals. When they 
reached the age of seven years, the color, with 
most of them, had faded into a pure silvery white. 
Their gait was more or less irregular, but they 
Possessed the slow trot required for court 
parades. Inbreeding had so fixed the type of 
these horses, that the last white mares of the 
stud surviving in 1922 exactly fitted the descrip- 


tion of the breed given in 1886. According to the 
laws of heredity these white horses bred true, 
producing only white offspring, when crossed 
with other horses. 

Uniformity of product has doubtless been the 
greatest advantage of inbreeding. 


ON BUYING YEARLINGS 


FTER he had been traveling about in pleas- 

ant places in England and seeing numerous 
yearlings about to come up for auction at the 
Doncaster sales in England, “Pegasus,” in News 
of the World (London), put into type the follow- 
ing on the subject of yearling buying, which 
should be of interest to readers of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE: 

“For some of them (yearlings) the future may 
have fame in store; on others disappointment 
waits, and the bright promise of their youth is 
destined to remain unfulfilled. 

“One has only to glance at the records of 
some—all too many—of the most fashionably 
bred and best-looking of the yearlings for whom 
huge prices have been paid in order to realize 
how strong the disappointment may be. 

“Take, for example, the great yearling sales at 
Doncaster. There the coolest and shrewdest 
judges of make, shape, and breeding are gathered 
together, many of them with, practically speak- 
ing, unlimited buying commissions in their pock- 
ets. They can, and do, buy anything that takes 
their fancy, but more often than not the future 
proves their judgment to have been at fault. 

“By way of explanation, I have in mind the 
saying of an old friend who, having devoted 
hours of study to the subject, and having finally 
selected three yearlings impeccable in make, 
shape, and breeding, remarked, ‘That’s the best 
I can do, but when all is said and done, remem- 
ber that we can’t see inside these youngsters. 
We don’t know anything about their individual 
courage, we cannot tell whether their tempera- 
ment will stand the racket of training and racing 
—in fact, we know precious little about them, 
— like as much as we are apt to think we 

0.’ 


“Well! admitting that the buying of a yearling 
is in the nature of a gamble, it is a most fasci- 
nating form of gambling, and ‘if’ luck is with 
the gambler, the prize won makes up for many 
and many an unsuccessful venture. 

“I am writing where no books of reference are 
available, but unless my memory is at fault, Sir 
John Rutherford bought Solario as a yearling for 
somewhere about 3,200 guineas, and later on, 
when, among other races, this colt had won an 
Ascot Gold Cup and the St. Leger Stakes, he re- 
fused to entertain an offer of 100,000 guineas 
for him. 

“Acting on behalf of one of his patrons, F. Dar- 
ling bought Manna, winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas and the Derby, for 10,000 guineas or 
thereabouts. Other successful ventures in con- 
nection with the buying of a yearling there have 
been, but they are far outnumbered by the fail- 
ures.” 


JAMES R. DYER DEAD. 


Word has been received of the death on Oc- 
tober 11 of James R. Dyer, 78 years old, of Cal- 
gary, Alberta, Canada, for many years a timer 
on the western Canadian tracks. He was, be- 
sides his work as a timer, interested in Turf 
history, and was a rancher and a _ church 
organist. 
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H. P. WHITNEY’S WILL 


N the Surrogates’ court at New York, Novem- 
ber 5, the will of Harry Payne Whitney, who 
died October 26, at his home, 871 Fifth Avenue, 
of pneumonia, was filed for probate. The value 
of the entire estate as stated in the petition for 


probate, is “upwards of 
$20,000.” The value of 
real estate in New York 
is set down as “upwards 
of $10,000,” and the 
value of personal proper- 
ty is given as “upwards 
of $10,000.” The will 
names Mrs. Gertrude 
Vanderbilt Whitney (the 
widow), Cornelius Van- 
derbilt Whitney and 
Frank L. Crocker as ex- 
ecutors and trustees, who 
are represented in the 
filing of the will and pe- 
titions for probate by 
the law firm of Dunning- 
ton, Gregg & Church, 5 
Nassau Street. At the 
offices of these attorneys 
it was stated that it 
C. V. WHITNEY would require at least a 
year to make an inventory of the estate and it 
therefore was deemed impossible to offer an es- 
timate of the fortune devised by Mr. Whitney. 


To his son, Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, is 
left $2,000,000 in cash; to each of his daughters, 
Mrs. G. Macullouch Miller (the former Mrs. 
Roderick Tower), and Mrs. Barklie McKee Hen- 
ry, Mr. Whitney bequeathed $1,000,000 each; to 
Messrs. G. Macullouch Miller and Barklie McKee 
Henry, $500,000 each. Other cash bequests were 
to Thomas J. Regan, of Old Westbury, Mr. Whit- 
ney’s secretary, $200,000; to James M. Crank, of 
58 West Fifty-eighth Street, $25,000; to Charles 
Jones, 458 Prospect Avenue, Mt. Vernon, $20,000; 
to Lawrence Fitz Patrick of 37-05 Eighty-eighth 
Street, Jackson Heights, and to William Stewart, 
of Berlin, Md., $10,000 each. Messrs. Crank, 
Jones, Fitz Patrick and Stewart were employees 
of Mr. Whitney, the latter having been his valet. 

The matter for providing for other employees 
is left to Mrs. Whitney, who, the will states, un- 
derstands the desires of the testator. Mrs. Whit- 
ney and the children are requested in the will to 
continue to support those charities and public in- 
stitutions in which Mr. Whitney was interested. 

To Mrs. Whitney is given fully and completely 
for herself all of the real estate in Nassau Coun- 
ty, and all of Mr. Whitney’s personal effects, 
such as jewelry, automobiles, etc., and a life in- 
terest in the house at 871 Fifth Avenue. Mr. 
Whitney, in the will, made no specific mention 
of his Thoroughbred horses, but the presumption 
appears to be that these come under the classifi- 
cation of personal property, and it is also pre- 
sumed that they would become the property of 
Mrs. Whitney to do with as she pleases. Since 
the will was filed for probate Equipoise has won 
the Pimlico Futurity in the name of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt Whitney and under the “light blue 
and brown” colors which were so popular during 
the life of his father. The detail of the transfer 
of the horses to Mr. Whitney’s son has not been 
disclosed. 


The residuary estate is to be divided into four 
parts. One part is to be held in trust for Corne-

lius Vanderbilt Whitney, now 30 years old, until 
he is 35 years old. The other three parts are 
to be held in trust during the lives of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt Whitney and Mrs. G. Macullough Mil- 
ler and Mrs. Barklie McKee Henry, and after 
their deaths to go to the late Harry Payne Whit- 
ney’s grandchildren, they being Harry Payne 
Whitney II, Nancy Whitney, children of Corne- 


lius Vanderbilt Whitney; Whitney Tower, Pamela 


Tower and Flora Miller, children of Mrs. Miller; 
and William Barklie Henry and Gertrude Henry, 
children of Mrs. Henry. It is provided in the 
will that after the death of Mrs. Whitney the 
residence at 871 Fifth Avenue is to be torn down, 
and the furnishings, materials and the site sold 
and the proceeds converted in the residuary es- 
tate. Should Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney die 
before reaching the age of 35 years the quarter 
of the residuary estate placed in trust for him is 
to be divided in three parts, one of which to go 
to his children, one to Mrs. Miller, or in the event 
of her death, to her children, and the other to 
Mrs. Henry or her children. The quarter of the 
residuary estate placed in trust during the lives 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney and his son, 
Harry Payne Whitney II, is to be divided equally 
after the death of both among the descendants 
of Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney. Should there 
be none then alive it is to be divided among Mr. 
Whitney’s surviving children and their issue. The 
shares placed in trust for Mr. Whitney’s daugh- 
ters and their children are governed by provis- 
ions that in the event of death without issue the 
shares shall be divided among the surviving chil- 
dren of Mr. Whitney and their descendants, per 
stirpes and not per capita. The executors and 
trustees are not to be required to give any bond 
or security, and Mr. Whitney instructed that they 
shall have absolute discretion in the administra- 
tion of the trust funds “without regard to restric- 
tions placed by law upon trustees in making in- 
vestments of trust estates.’”” They are to exer- 
cise their own judgment in making appraisal of 
properties and securities. The will provides that 
in the event of death or resignation of any of the 
trustees the survivors shall appoint a sucessor to 
fill the vacancy. The will further provides that 
the executors are not required to and are not 
expected to make any accounting of the estate 
to any court. 

In reference to further cash bequests, Mr. Whit- 
ney stated in his will, “there are many faithful 
employees and servants for whom I do not make 
provision in this, my will, because my beloved 
wife, knowing my wishes respecting their remem- 
brance, will provide for them in accordance with 
our understanding.” 

Witnesses to the will are Messrs. Davis Elkins 
of Morgantown, W. Va., Paul Mackall of Bethle- 
hem, Pa., and R. H. Williams of Mendhan, N. J.

PIMLICO AT FULL TILT. 


THER states take the middle of the season 

as the time to stage their highest-class 
racing and leave the beginning and the end of 
each season to take care of themselves.

Thursday, November 6, Petee-Wrack cap- 
tured the Baltimore Handicap. .. . Friday, C. 
V. Whitney’s Halcyon and Thais ran one-two in 
the Helpful Stakes. . . . Saturday, *Tourist II

chase Handicap. ... Pimlico closes November 15, 
Bowie begins November 17 and closes the Mary- 
land season Saturday, November 29. 


A GREAT RACE BY EQUIPOISE. 


The races of Equipoise this year have been the 
races of a consistently high-class colt. He has 
never finished out of the money in his 16 starts, 
though in one race he failed to finish at all, and 
in another he finished first and was disqualified. 
He has finished second on five occasions, but 
never without having turned in an excellent race. 
Jamestown beat him a head in the Futurity and 
Twenty Grand beat him a nose in the Kentucky 
Jockey Club Stakes, and the latter race was a 
mile in 1:36. But for those two narrow defeats, 
the earnings of Equipoise in his first season would 
be well over a quarter of a million dollars. As 
it is, Equipoise goes into winter quarters with 
total earnings of $156,835, greater than those of 
any other 2-year-old. He was campaigned from 
April 7 to November 5 and finished apparently 
at the top of his form. Jamestown, though the 
press was almost unanimous in awarding him the 
championship after the Futurity, has no such rec- 
ord as the horse which the “by-line” writers 
have styled second best. 


In the Pimlico Futurity ($40,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, 1 1-16 miles, Pimlico, November 5) Equi- 
poise ran for the first time in the colors of Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt Whitney, who started the colt 
in the race, it is understood, at the expressed 
wish of his father, Harry Payne Whitney, who 
had died but a little over a week before the Fu- 
turity was run. Young Mr. Whitney, though he 
sought to have his presence at the track remain 
unnoticed, finally consented to watch the Futuri- 
ty from the stewards’ stand, along with Trainer 
Freddy Hopkins, who has done a remarkable bit 
of work in keeping Equipoise at his top form all 
the year. The crowd’s recognition of Mr. Whit- 
ney in the stand was followed by a spontaneous 
outburst of applause. 


Equipoise ran one of his greatest races to win 
the Pimlico Futurity. He overcame a slow start, 
interference and the necessity for racing wide on 
the turn, and still won, beating decisively the 
Greentree Stable’s Twenty Grand, which had been 
his conqueror on two previous occasions. 

A field of eight went to the post on a track 
left muddy by morning rains. Equipoise, odds- 
on favorite, ridden by R. Workman; Twenty 
Grand, ridden by C. Kurtsinger; A. C. Bostwick’s 
Mate, ridden by L. McAtee; W. M. Jeffords’ 
Aegis, ridden by F. Coltiletti; J. E. Davis’ Gigan- 
tic, ridden by M. Garner, carried 119 pounds 
each. E. R. Bradley’s B’ar Hunter, W. Cannon 
up, and the Sagamore Stable’s Backgammon, J. 
Bejshak up, the two extreme outsiders in the 


— 
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race, carried 122 pounds, while Preston M. Burch’s 

Selima Stakes winner, Tambour, L. Schaefer up, 

carried 114. The weights may be explained by 

the conditions:

The field spent 15 minutes at the post. Aegis 
was the chief cut-up, and performed the office 
so well that at one stage he was able to get his 
fore legs a-straddle over the stall partition. He 
managed also to break a bridle. Hugh Miller, 
photographer for The Morning Telegraph (New 
York), got a picture of another neat trick at the 
barrier. He made a “shot” showing Jockeys 
Garner and Kurtsinger standing over their 
mounts, but not touching them, with their feet 
propped solidly against the sides of the stalls, 
thus relieving the horses of their weight while 
other members of the field misbehaved. 


When finally the barrier was released by James 
F. Milton, the alert McAtee got Mate away in 
front. Equipoise, usually a bad post actor, broke 
sidewise from the barrier and suffered interfer- 
ence when B’ar Hunter crossed sharply in front 
of him. When the field got into its stride the 
favorite apparently was hopelessly left. Mate 
took the lead, sticking close to the inner rail, 
with the filly Tambour following in his path. 
Backgammon, racing alongside Tambour, came 
too close and obliged her to drop back. Gigantic 
was behind these, and Twenty Grand was next, 
slow to get into his stride. It was the first time 
Twenty Grand had raced on anything but a fast 
track. 

On the turn into the backstretch Tambour 
dropped well behind the leaders as a result of 
her trouble. Gigantic was second and Backgam- 
mon close up, with Equipoise last. In the back- 
stretch Mate had a lead of a length and a half, 
with the lesser fry nearest to him. Twenty Grand 
had bettered his position a little, but Equipoise 
was still behind them all. The crowd gave up 
hope for the Whitney colt as he swung into the 
last turn on the tail-end of the procession, with 
even the disheartened Tambour ahead of him. 
In the stretch the outsiders began to fail under 
the stress of keeping near the fine pace which 
Mate was setting, and Twenty Grand came out 
of the group to begin his challenge. B’ar Hunter 
was eliminated by running out at the bend. 

Mate’s stride shortened as he grew tired from 
the effort of pacemaking, and Kurtsinger sent 
Twenty Grand forward in a great closing rush. 
But Workman plied his whip and Equipoise came 
out of the clouds in the straightaway, and when 
the field was midway from the turn to the fin- 
ish it occurred to the crowd that Equipoise had 
a chance, after all. It was to the accompaniment 
of tumultous cheering that the mud-spattered 
chestnut bore the famous light blue silks past 
the leaders and past the finish line to the most 
sensational Whitney victory of the year. Twenty 
Grand finished on the rail, beaten half a length. 
Mate lasted for third place, only a neck behind 
Twenty Grand, and Aegis led the rest of them 
home four lengths behind Mate. Gigantic, B’ar 
Hunter, Tambour and Backgammon followed in 
the order named, with many lengths of daylight 
between them. After the race it was discovered

by Trainer Hopkins that Equipoise had thrown 
both front plates in the running. 

The winner’s remarkable race was worth $50,- 
360 to the Whitney stable. The second horse 
earned $5,000, third $2,500, fourth $1,000. Time,

His latest victory was in the fifth running 
of the Riggs Handicap ($25,000 added, 3-year- 
olds, 14% miles, Pimlico, November 4), in which 
he picked up top weight. of 123 pounds and came 
home with an easy margin. Ral Parr’s Her

(109) was third, another three lengths back.

ELIMINATION INTENDED. 


N page 1051, the week ending September 6, 
O THE BLOoD-HORSE presented a proposal of 
two of the younger breeders of Thoroughbreds 
for the creation of a fund to be operated by a 
committee for the purpose of buying and dis- 
posing of, without pedigree, least desirable 
horses, particularly mares, to the end that they 
and their progeny be banished from the Turf and 
denied inclusion in the Ameican Stud Book. 

Expressions were invited, and several were 
given to the effect that it would be a good thing 
to create an organization similar to the Breeders’ 
Protective Association, which successfully did 
similar work a quarter of a century ago, but 
nothing further came of the matter until last 
Saturday afternoon, November 8, when J. O. 
Keene, master of Keeneland Farm, brought up 
the subject before a number of breeders and 
horsemen who had, as is customary at this time 
of year, assembled after luncheon in the lobby of 
the Phoenix Hotel at Lexington. 

Each one was of the opinion that the putting 
aside of many such horses as are best described 
by the term least desirable is necessary and vital 


to the welfare of the Turf, particularly to its 
breeding section. Fred A. Forsythe, Secretary 
of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, was sent 
for and asked to make notes of the names and 
amounts to be contributed by those present as a 
nucleus of a fund, with the understanding that 
Col. Phil T. Chinn and Messrs. Keene and For- 
sythe would constitute a committee to solicit by 
wire and letter donations from breeders in vari- 
ous parts of the country so that the work of 
elimination may be begun at the sale next week 
at E. J. Tranter’s Lexington Sales Paddocks. 

Wires were sent last Saturday night and letters 
were mailed Monday of this week. As this is 
written the extent of the response has not been 
determined, but it is the hope of the group that 
a fund of $50,000 may ultimately be raised, and 
that much of it will be in hand by the opening of 
the sales at Lexington on Monday next. 


ORPHANS’ DAY RACING. 


From time to time since Manager Barry Shan- 
non announced that Col. E. R. Bradley had de- 
cided that the third annual one day race meeting 
of the Idle Hour Fair Association for the benefit 
of the orphans in Kentucky institutions will be 
held on Monday, November 17, at Idle Hour Stock 
Farm, Lexington, THE BLOOD-HORSE has published 
notes of progress in the preliminary arrange- 
ments for the sport out of which the little ones 
are to have their Tranksgiving Day dinners of 
turkey and trimmings and their Christmas 
goodies.

There certainly is a fine 
spirit in behalf of racing in Texas, and I came 
away with the impression that a bill to permit 
betting and to foster the sport will be success- 
ful at the next session of the Legislature. Mr. 
Waggoner is enthusiastic about the prospects and 
he is hopeful that he may have some assistance 
in the matter from the breeders of Thorough- 
breds in other parts of the country. I would sug- 
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gest that breeders write to Mr. Waggoner upon 
the subject. He will tell them what he has in 
mind. I can say that if the bill is passed Texas 
will afford a big market for Thoroughbreds, and 
I think every breeder should help in the way that 
Mr. Waggoner will suggest.”

GALLANT FOX SETTLES DOWN. 


Gallant Fox, America’s largest money-winner, 
whose prowess as a race horse has been exploited 
to the fullest, is apparently well pleased with his 
new surroundings at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, near Paris, Kentucky. When seen a few 
days ago he was placidly grazing and when called 
came up to a group of people as if he were a pet 
dog. His behaviour and attitude is that of an 
old horse, rather than one just let down from the 
high tension of training. He is still in quarantine 
at Claiborne, and will not be admitted to the 
stud barn where his father, *Sir Gallahad III, 
and the other stallions at that establishment are 
housed, until he has waited the usual period of 
probation for newcomers. Two men have been 


assigned the duty of watching over him night 
and day, to prohibit his being annoyed by visit- 
ors during his first few weeks at Claiborne. 


He 


has already served one mare and has been tested 
for fertility and found to be normal. ,

Breeders’ Association and will stand in Northern 
California at a nominal fee.

If it is closed the 
son of High Time will stand at Dr. Knox’s Elk- 
crest Farm. 


FOREIGN 


THE ADVENTURES OF PHAR LAP. 


ACKETEERING is not confined to Cook Coun- 
ty, Illinois. As far away as Australia the 
methods of Chicago’s gunmen are being employed. 
On November 1 the great gelding Phar Lap was 
being exercised by a stable boy when a motor 
car drew up alongside the track and one of its 
occupants rose and fired a rifle at the racer. The 
boy saw the attack and pulled Phar Lap’s head 
around so as to present as small a target as pos- 
sible. Two more shots were fired. Neither struck 
the horse, but both passed through his saddle 
blanket. The same day (if the Associated Press 
report of the incident is correct) Phar Lap cap- 
tured the Melbourne Stakes at the Flemington 
course after being taken to the track in a steel 
motor van guarded by armed police. The police 
went with the horse to the starting post. The 
fact that Phar Lap was a favorite for the Mel- 
bourne Cup and that bookmakers stood to lose 
heavily if he won it was considered the most 
likely explanation of the attempted equicide. 
Three days later, Tuesday, November 4, Phar 
Lap picked up 138 pounds, a record impost, and 
won the two-mile Melbourne Cup. As Phar Lap 
is entitled to a three-pound gelding allowance, 
his 138 pounds is considered a higher impost even 
than the 140 pounds which Carbine carried in 
the Cup when he was a 4-year-old, finishing sec- 
ond to Bravo. As a 5-year-old Carbine won the 
Cup with 145 pounds up. Details of this year’s 
running of Australia’s greatest race have not yet 
been received in America, but the fact that Phar 
Lap won is enough to indicate that he may dis- 
place Exterminator as the world’s largest money- 
winning gelding. 
Phar Lap’s career is a good story. He was 
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bred in New Zealand, and was one of the second 
crop of foals by the Radium horse Night Raid. 
R. H. Telford, who had spent many years in New 
Zealand, saw his pedigree in a yearling sales cat- 
alogue, persuaded D. Davis to purchase the horse 
for 160 guineas (about $800) and then leased the 
gelding until the end of his 4-year-old career. 
Phar Lap was a growthy 2-year-old, not sonsid- 
red among the best of his year, but the winter 
made a better horse of him. 

At three he began by winning the Rosehill 
Guineas. Afterwards he took the Australian 
Jockey Club Derby, the Victoria Derby and was 
third in the Melbourne Cup, beaten possibly be- 
cause of disadvantageous riding orders. In the 
Victoria Derby Phar Lap was the most top- 
heavy favorite in the history of the race. He also 
won the V. R. C. St. Leger and A. J. C. St. Leger, 
among other stakes. At the end of the year he 
was admitted the best 3-year-old in Australia. 
As it is now summer in Australia and the racing 
season there has many more weeks to go, Phar 
Lap may attain further honors before his 4-year- 
old season is ended. The pedigree of the Mel- 
bourne Cup winner follows:

Night Raid, sire of Phar Lap, was bred in Eng- 
land and sold at auction as a yearling for $800. 
As a 2-year-old he was a failure and at the end 
of his first season of racing he was auctioned off 
for $600 to P. Keith, of Sydney. He was sent to 
Sydney, won a race, was sold to A. P. Wade, for 
whom he ran a dead heat. Mr. Wade then sold 
him to A. F. Roberts, who has a small stud at 
Timaru, New Zealand. Nightmarch, winner of 
the New Zealand Derby and other important 
me ssw was in his first crop, and Phar Lap in the 
second. 


DEATH OF S. C. DAWSON. 


After having been in enfeebled health for 
many years, S. C. Dawson, a former ship’s officer 
and leading breeder of Thoroughbreds, brother 
of R. C. Dawson, trainer of Trigo and Athford 
and numerous other good horses, died at his 
home at Cloghran, Swords, County Dublin, 
Ireland, October 24. 


IRISH CAMBRIDGESHIRE. 


There were 11 runners for the Irish Cam- 
bridgeshire, one mile, at The Curragh, October 
21, and the race was won by Mrs. C. L. Mackean’s 
3-year-old chestnut colt, Sol de Terre, by Sol- 
dennis—Cascatel, by Marcovil, trained by Col. 
A. J. Blake and ridden by M. Wing at top weight 
of 140 pounds. The colt was favorite and won by 
half a length from John McCormack’s filly, 
Mignonne (123), five lengths better than J. J. 
Murphy’s 4-year-old gelding, Bray Beau (122). 
The time was 1:53 2-5, grass course. 


SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


OR the place of honor as sire of the greater 
number of 2-year-old winners, Tryster, prop- 
erty of Messrs. Carstairs & Pierce, Malvern, Pa., 


and Campfire, owned by A. B. Hancock, Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky., are tied with 12 each. The 
young horse, Cherokee, property of Messrs. Gal- 
laher & Combs, Lexington, and *Spanish Prince 
II, owned by Audley Farm, Berryville, Va., are 
tied with 11 each. In the matter of races won 
Campfire leads, his get having placed 34 firsts to 
his credit. Cherokee is next with 29. It is a 
close race between Pennant, of the Whitney 
Farm, and St. James, owned by George D. 
Widener and at the Kenney Place on Elmendorf, 
for leadership in first monies won by their get. 
Pennant is credited with $156,635 and St. James 
with $156,305. In the iist to and including 
November 6 (crowded out of this issue of THE 
BLoop-HorRSsE, but to appear next week), 279 
stallions are represented by 812 winners of 1,602 
races carrying first money value of $1,952,040.
